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Did you know that every SPINNING 
WHEEL advertiser agrees to abide by 
certain business principles when he places 
his copy? That among these, he agrees: 
to answer all inquiries promptly and 
courteously; to make no substitutions un- 
less instructed to do so; to guarantee his 
merchandise as genuinely old and perfect 
if not otherwise stated; to refund and 
accept return of merchandise not found 
acceptable to the purchaser, with the 
understanding. however, that the return 
be postmarked within seven days of re- 
ceipt. It is expected in cases of return that 
the dissatisfied purchaser pay all trans- 
portation and a nominal charge should 
crating be involved. Should definite mis- 
representation have been made, however, 
the dealer may be expected to assume 
delivery charges. 

During the past ten years several ad- 
vertisers have been denied space because 
they would not subscribe to these good 
principles of business. Those who order 
from our advertisers have confidence that 
reliability is the keynote of each of them. 
If any reader has occasion to believe 
differently, we want to know about it. 

Infrequently, unintentional misrepre- 
sentation is called to our attention; a 
tumbler described as Pomona when it is 
not even related to that pattern by an 
advertiser who just “thought” it the 
proper identification; a detached-lid jewel 
box described as hinged-lid; four gold 
bordered plates on one of which the 
advertiser failed to mention that the gold 
border was worn, et cetera. In such in- 
stances, even though the apologetic seller 
has been willing to accept return of the 
merchandise, a bad reflection is left on 
his knowledge of the subject, or his 
business acumen. While we do not excuse 
those who are repeatedly careless and 
feel that dealers must also be genuine 
students of antiques, we wonder if the 
complexity and vastness of this field has 
ever occurred to the individual collector. 
Dealers’ time is divided between buying. 
selling, and studying every aspect of every 
category of almost every saleable antique, 
whereby the individual’s effort is con- 
centrated in one or two specific direc- 
tions. It might pay us to be a little more 
understanding of his problems, or we 
might be guided by the old adage, “Fool 
me once, shame on you; fool me twice, 
shame on me!” 

Our office considers criticisms and 
complaints as real challenges and oppor- 
tunities to promote better relationships 
in this field. Some recent ones have in- 
cluded those with relation to Show Man- 
agers who. advertise without stating the 
opening and closing times of the show; 
who do not list accurate dates resulting 
in the visitor being inconvenienced in 
time and travel; and those who do not 
advertise cancellations. On this latter, we 
have always recommended that visitors 
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from a distance call ahead to the Show 
Manager or effect some other type of 
confirmation. Show managers cannot al- 
ways meet SPINNING WHEEL’S dead- 
line to publicize cancellations, and though 
this happens infrequently, it is a cause 
for concern-—and the only safe precaution 
we know is that which the prospective 
visitor, himself, can take. 

And, did you know that the seller is not 
always the one who has cause for dis- 
satisfaction? Some consumers have shown 
so little principle in their business con- 
duct that dealers, at their wit’s end, have 
had no other alternative but to avoid 
them as undesirable customers. The ex- 
amples we’ve seen resulted from rude- 
ness, false accusations, and believe it or 
not, attempts to defraud. 

For years we have emphasized the im- 
portance of business collecting the an- 
tiques of its products and services. The 
Home Insurance Company Collection, 
page 10, shows what a wide range of 
historic items related to one’s business 
can be assembled. Any company, large or 
small has the same collecting opportunity, 
and it’s a tax deductible expense when 
such collections are owned by the com- 
pany, to develop better advertising and 
public relations programs. So, it is not 
necessary to confine your collecting ef- 
forts to personal things. Whether you own 
a small plumbing, electrical, hardware, 
barber or beauty shop, restaurant, sports 
shop; or you are a doctor, lawyer, phar- 
macist, accountant, architect, there are 
innumerable interesting and valuable ex- 
amples of the history of your business or 
profession that you can use to advantage. 
A United Press report reveals that the 
Lewyt Company has just acquired a 
broom believed to be 130 years old. Made 
of logs, bolts, and corn shucks, it be- 
longed to Brown Darr, Atkins, Arkansas 
who said it had been in the family since 
1825. Mr. Darr received a new vacuum in 
trade and the broom will be put in 
Lewyt’s museum of old cleaning gadgetry. 

It took Luella Hart six years to as- 
semble the data in United States Doll 
Trademarks, page 12. And it took this 
office almost one year, with its limited 
staff, to ponder and act upon the me- 
chanical problems involved in presenting 
this valuable material. To complete it in 
as few months as possible,it was necessary 
to use a smaller type than is our habit. 
Since this Part I is so important as an 
interpretation of the series, (future parts 
will be purely a continuation of the table 
of marks in chronological order) we 
suggest that if you have interested doll 
collector friends, you tell them about 
it, while copies are still available.

ApotHecary SHOP: Everyone who has 
expressed interest in the old drug store 
items discussed in Pharmaceutical An- 
tiques (Oct. ’54) will want to know about 
the Stabler-Leadbeater Apothecary Shop 
in Alexandria, Va. It’s at 107 S. Fairfax 
Street, where it has stood since 1792, and 
is now a museum. It contains one of the 
finest collections of medicinal glass in 
America as well as the finest collections 
of authentic antique drug store furnish- 
ings. The Stabler-Leadbeater Apothecary 
Shop was owned and operated by the 
same family for 141 years, and was 
patronized by the Washingtons, Lees, and 
other leading figures in northern Virginia. 
Documentary records retained are extra- 
ordinary. A note from Mount Vernon, 
dated April 22, 1802, reads: “Mrs. Wash- 
ington desires Mr. Stabler will send by 
the bearer a quart bottle of his best 
Castor Oil and the bill for it”. Another 
from Judge Bushrod Washington, who 
inherited Mount Vernon from General 
Washington: “Respected Friend, Above 
is a check for 77.9 amount of your ac- 
count, which ought much sooner to have 
been attended to. In future I will thank 
you to send it to me more frequently, at 
least once a year.” Today, thanks to Mr. 
and Mrs. Manuel Hendler of Baltimore 
and the Landmarks Society of Alexan- 
dria, you'll find the shop, with its beau- 
tiful and unchanged architecture, ancient 
showcases, old prescriptions and yellow 
ledgers almost exactly as it was in its 
heyday. You can write direct to the 
Stabler-Leadbeater Apothecary Shop for 
further literature. 


AvuTorpHONE ANswer: From Mr. Charles 
J. O’Neill of Bridgeport, Conn. comes a 
reply to our request for information 
(April °55 issue) concerning the Auto- 
phone—and a thorough piece of research 
it is, too, with an accompanying picture. 
Mr. O'Neill whose hobbies are organ 
boxes and old clocks (he is a N. E. Vice 
President of the National Assn. of Watch 
& Clock Collectors, Inc.) finds both in- 
terests represented in the Autophone, for 
it was invented, in 1877, by H. B. Horton 
who also invented the Ithaca Calendar 
Clock mechanism (April ’55 issue). It was 
made by the Autophone Co., of Ithaca, 

















N. Y. His example pictured has a nice 
label on the front, and directions on the 
bottom. It has also a little metal holder 
on top to hold music for singing accom- 
paniment. Mr. O'Neill says he has spent 
a lot of time repairing it, for he found it 
in poor condition, but now it plays very 
well, turning out such numbers as Nellie 
Gray, Grandfather’s Clock, Dear Little 
Buttercup, Loving Kindness, etc. He has 
about 25 music sheets in all, of varying 
lengths. Mr. Ted Whittemore of East 
Haverhill, Mass. also wrote us that he has 
seen and handled an autophone in his 
shop, and suggested that our use of the 
word “cards” should properly be “rolls”. 
We can agree with him on this, for while 
they are somewhat shorter than “rolls” 
are generally understood, they are more 
of a roll than a card. Mr. O'Neill seems 
to have the solution when he calls them 
“music sheets”. 














Just as we go to press this month, a 
letter from Mrs. C. W. Knauss of Man- 
chester, Michigan brings us four views of 
another autophone. We have chosen the 
front view without the music roll in com- 
parison to Mr. O’Neill’s. This one was 
also made in Ithaca, N. Y. Its dimensions: 
9,” high over-all, base is 10” long, and 
5” wide over-all.

Editor’s Note: Mrs. Hart’s last contribu- 
tion to SPINNING WHEEL, Marks Found 
on German Dolls and Their Identification 
(Sept. 1954) resulted in most favorable 
comment. To assemble this present series 
has required the better part of six years. 
She considers it especially fine as a basis 
for further research. Continuation of this 
material will appear every month until 
the list of marks throngh 1950 have been 
completed. It is suggested that interested 
readers clip each part for loose-leaf as- 
sembly, for, when completed, it will con- 
stitute extremely valuable research data. 


IVE thousand would be a conser- 
vative estimate of the number of 
doll collectors in the United States 
alone. Those well experienced ones 
are already aware of the innumerable 
types of specialized collections that 
exist among the members of their 
cherished fraternity. There are collec- 
tors of certain periods, of certain 
countries, of characters, of wax, and 
endless others concentrated around 
one particular theme. Not among the 
least, are those who love dolls of any 
eategory and it is their collections 
which depict, not only the evolution of 
dolls but that of the tastes, habits, 
fashions, etc., of our Nation. They are 
among the group of collectors who 
draw the line at no particular point 
of time in their pursuit. A doll made 
in 1930 perhaps, is as desirable an 
acquisition to these devotees as one 
made a hundred or so years earlier. 
Since the Doll Collectors Manual 
has, in years past, published a list of 





and this list has been reprinted in the 
book “American Dolls’’*, we are con- 
cerned primarily in this series with 
those dolls made from 1913 to 1950. 
To the best of the writer’s knowledge 
this is the first time such list has been 
published. 

While all patents were recorded and 
protected by the United States Patent 
Office, they were, in some instances 
issued to foreign manufacturers. This 
was particularly the case prior to 1918 
when foreign manufacturers, and 
especially those in Germany, were 
considered leaders in the field of doll 
manufacturing. At the same time, 
certain importers in the United States, 
upon purchasing the exclusive sales 
rights for marketing a particular doll 
in America, would design their own 
trademark and apply for patent rights 
as a protection against other im- 
porters. 

Occasionally when a doll manufac- 
turer had developed a doll with pains- 
taking care under great expense, and 
felt assured that his competitors could 
neither afford, nor were capable of 
copying it, he felt patent protection 
unnecessary. One such case is Rhein- 
ische Gummu-Und-Celluloid Fabrik 
Company of Mannheim-Neckarau, 
Germany who have produced celluloid 
dolls since 1876. 

Henceforth, in using this series of 
marks, the reader should bear in 
mind that the designated 
“patentee” was not necessarily 
the manufacturer.

Bouquet 
Holders 


By Marcia Ray 


ONSIDERING the number of 

bouquet holders that must have 
graced the evening toilettes of Vic- 
torian belles, it is amazing that so few 
people recognize them for what they 
are—and that so little has been writ- 
ten of them,” says May Whitehead of 
Melvin Village, N. H. who has been 
quietly collecting them for the past 
two years. “Occasionally a dainty 
figure, gowned for a ball or festive 
evening wedding, will flit across the 
page of an historical romance, a stiff 
little bouquet in its silver gilt holder 
dangling from her finger — but of 
serious reference to these charming 
dress accessories, almost none is to be 
found.” 

That such bouquet holders were 
made in fair quantity is attested by 
the comparative ease with which Mrs. 
Whitehead has assembled twenty or 
more examples in so short a time, 
finding them casually in shops or at 
shows. 

That they were high style and of 
importance is shown by the exquisite 
carved crystal holder, attached to a 
pearl] finger ring, which was given to 
Princess Alexandra of Denmark on 
her marriage to the Prince of Wales 
in 1863 by the Maharajah of Dunleep 
Sing, and pictured in Margaret 
Flower’s “Victorian Jewelry.” 
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Bouquet holders were made in 
crystal and jewels, of gold and jewels, 
of filigree silver, or gold and gilt. 
Most of them were handled so that 
they could be carried, though they 
were usually worn suspended from a 
finger ring on a chain, allowing the 
bouquet to dangle as its wearer 
danced. Some of the handles were 
made to spread apart, tripod-wise, to 
stand alone on the table while the 
collation was served. All were equip- 
ped with a pin, also on a chain, where- 
by the flowers could be held in place. 
The country of origin is sometimes 
indicated by the style or by the choice 
of design, and the example pictured 
in its original box shows that some, at 
least, were made in China for the 
export trade. 

Herbert Norris in his ‘“‘Costume and 
Fashion in the Nineteenth Century,” 
says the gilt bouquet holders were 
especially in vogue in England during 
the reign of William IV, from 1830 to 
1837, and Miss Isabelle V. Miller, 
Curator of Costumes at the Museum 
of the City of New York, where a 
large collection is contained, places 
them as fashionable from 1830 to the 
end of the 1860's. 

This long span of popularity is 
a happy factor for present day 
collectors who may still find many 
of these exquisite pieces neither too 
rare nor out-of-sight in price 
for either serious or casual p 
collecting.

of nature in creating snowflakes. There 
are definite categories of crystalliza- 
tion in these microscopically beautiful 
things, but never are there two exactly 
alike. So it is, and was, with Rook- 
wood. 

In 1904 these were the Rookwood 
classifications, each one of which is 
described accurately: 


Standard Rookwood 


This is the original Rookwood for- 
mula; the tones are yellow, red and 
brown, flower decoration of luxuriant 
quality in warm colors under a very 
brilliant glaze. Arrangements range in 
tone from pale yellow to deep, rich 
reds, browns and greens. 

Sea Green Rookwood 

Limpid, opalescent, sea greens, 
achieving the entire gamut of possible 
tones of sea water under various light- 
ing. Often the decoration is of fish, as 





seen under water but flowers also 
were painted on this ware and these 
are in blue and yellow with sometimes 
a touch of red, either bold or subtle. 


Iris Rookwood 


The color range here is almost un- 
limited, but delightfully tender. Warm 
and cool tones are combined. It is a 
mellow appearing ware and cannot be 
mistaken for porcelain. 


Mat Glaze Rookwood 


This was a new type of Rookwood 
at the beginning of the 20th Century. 
The glaze is dominant, not merely a 
technique of revealing the under glaze 
colors as “swimming” in lustrous 
depths. The colors and surface quality 
range from crystal, through the 
quality of ivory, to the quality of 
parchment. From the outside, this 
pottery looks as though it was inches

Mat Glaze Painted Rookwood 

In this type, the colors are rich 
blues, greens, yellows and reds, sug- 
gesting flowing enamels, yet retaining 
the mat texture. 

Conventional Mat Glaze Rookwood 

This was modern art pottery in 1904. 
Mat glaze, with flat, conventional 
decoration, in colors. It is character- 
ized by entirely non-naturalistic art 
work in the decoration. 

Incised Mat Glaze Rookwood 

Made in many shapes and sizes, 
sometimes in a single color, sometimes 
in two or more colors, the decoration 
is always incised .. . cut in. 

Modeled Mat Glaze Rookwood 

Really rich in quality; mat glaze 
ware with the decoration modeled in 
and on the body. This ware was ex- 
ceedingly popular for the making of 
luxury lamps. 

Vellum Rookwood 

The sensation of the Saint Louis 
Exposition in 1904 where it was shown 
for the first time, this ware is wholly 
devoid of lustre, yet without appearing 
to be “dry’’. It is well named for its 
surface is akin to that of old vellum. 
In this ware all the problems of deli- 
cate decoration with a mat glaze was 
solved for here, in a glintless glaze is 
achieved the quality that, before its 
development, was possible only under 
brilliant glazes. Some vellum was 
modeled, and not painted. 

This, then, is the Rookwood story 
from what may be a new viewpoint to 
many. Yet in all truth it is really the 
old, the authenticated and the docu- 
mented Rookwood story. The group of 
Cincinnati Ladies whose pottery and 
china decorating activities resulted in 
their making both body and decora- 
tion and firing the wares in their own 
kilns began before 1870 to create 
rather than copy. In 1880 Mrs. Maria 
Longworth Storer set up her own pot- 
tery and named it Rookwood, for her 
father’s country place. In 1883 Wil- 
liam Watts Taylor became the Man- 
aging Director of the pottery and in 
1890. Mrs. Storer transferred to him 
her own interest. Mr. Taylor created a 
community of artist-workmen, from 
the selecting and preparation to clays, 
through throwing, modeling, painting 
and firing. Every piece of this ware is 
as truly creative art as is a painting 
or drawing. It is therefore an object 
worthy of collecting by the best of us 
but it is not snobbish. Rookwood is 
truly aristocratic in that it is quietly 
the essence of quality .. . like Marie 
Antoinette of France who was a queen 
on the tumbril going to the guillotine, 
and every bit as much a queen there 
as she was on her throne. Rookwood 
is quality on the shelf of a junkshop, 
or in a niche in the J. P. Morgan 
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Rookwood Vellum type vase, with poppy 
design. 


Library. It needs never to shriek its 
innate quality wherever it may be. 

It might be interesting to many to 
know that the price range of Rook- 
wood, in 1904, was from $1 for a tiny 
3” modeled ash tray upward to $200.00 
for a stork decorated wide mouthed 
vase 16%” high. The storks in flight 
painted on these vases are superior to 
any found on the finest of Chinese and 
Japanese wares of the 17th and 18th 
centuries. 

Happily, among our pictures can be 
shown all the first and early Rook- 
wood marks, together with certain of 
the marks of artists used to 1904. It 
is all very well to be concerned with 
the minutae of Rookwood marks but 
none need consider full and complete 
knowledge of these as being necessary 
to the purposeful collecting of this 
really fine art pottery; an American

Joslin Globes 


By Eare B. BREEDING 


OSLIN Globes, it would seem safe to 

predict, belong in the category of 
Antiques of Tomorrow. Since the hand- 
book on that phase of opportunity-packed 
antiques collecting has already proved its 
worth by the rapid increase in value of 
certain of its subjects, it requires no crystal 
ball to know that Joslin Globes will take 
an upward value ride on the elevator of 
time. 

Gilman Joslin maintained that a ter- 
restrial globe should be in every school 
room. He proceeded to make globes of 
really excellent quality which were pur- 
chased by the thousands and tens of 
thousands, by many school districts and 
many colleges, not to mention quantities 
bought for home use. What, then, has 
happened to these many, many Joslin 
globes? Innumerable examples have been 
destroyed because they were outmoded. 
After World War I, the map of Europe 
changed to such an extent that all 19th 
century globes were incorrect, passe, out- 
moded and useless as study objects. With 
globes, that is the passage from modern to 
antiques status. The Joslin globes that re- 
main to us are ordained to antiques status 
either now, or in the immediate future. 

Having procured some unimpeachable 

documentary material in respect of Joslin 
Globes (found in the files of a now ab- 
sorbed School District of New England) it 
is possible to display Joslin’s own pictures 
of the more interesting examples. Were 
these globes more plentiful it would not be 
surprising to see them made into lamps! 
The following facts, applying to the globes 
as pictured and numbered, are pertinent. 
It needs only be mentioned that to buy a 
Joslin globe when one turns up in your 
touring of antiques shops, or your scan- 
ning of antiques advertising, is to make a 
good investment. Chances are the price as 
an antique will be under the original price 
of the globe. These were not cheap, as will 
be noted in the original prices given in the 
text below. 
(1) Joslin’s “Telluric Globe’. This scien- 
tific device was used to demonstrate the 
change of seasons on earth and related 
phenomena. A 6” globe is so mounted as to 
turn on its proper earth axis tilt, having a 
sun sight and calibrated base. This globe 
Was accompanied by a manual of instruc- 
tions which you'll not have to insist upon 
if you find an example of the globe as pic- 
tured. Original price, with 6” globe, was 
$15. This is one of two Joslin globes that 
would command a price, now, as an an- 
tique, in excess of its original price. All 
others, excepting the 6” No. 4 would most 
likely be under the original price . . . for 
a while, at any rate. 
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(2) Joslin pedestal globe on bronzed 
cast iron stand. The 18” globe stood 
43” high and was priced at $80; the 
16” globe stood 42%” high and cost 
$62.50; the 12” globe, standing 381%” 
high cost $37.50. 

(3) Joslin tripod, or parlor stand 
globe. Made in the same globe size as 
No. 1; tripod is Japanned and deco- 
rated. Priced, for the 18” at $78; for 
the 16” at $60 and the 12” at $37.50. 
(4) Joslin table globe with traditional 
18th century type turned wood stand, 
for use on a table. Wood is cherry. 16” 
globe cost $45; 12” $22; 10” $17 and 
6” $10. The six inch seems to be the 
scarcest and perhaps the most desir- 
able. All “small” globes are rare and 
this 6” Joslin in its delicate turned 
cherry wood stand is a little gem. 

(5) Joslin geographical reference 
globe (globes without the horizontal, 
or meridian band would not serve for 
calculation of problems) mounted on 
polished black walnut stand. This was 
the cheap Joslin globe. 12” cost $17; 
10” cost $12; 6”- cost $5. 

All of the Joslin globes excepting 
No. 1 could be had fitted with 
a celestial map at the same @ 
prices.

Collectors and dealers alike should beware of the modern 
striped Venetian Glass, Millefiori, etc., which have been 
imported since World War II as well as the ever present... . 


Pressed Glass Reproductions

RIGINAL Dew and Raindrop 

goblets were never plentiful; at 
least, not since present-day collectors 
have been striving to complete sets of 
them. Now there are plenty of new 
ones to fill the gap! Pictured here is 
one of the copies. The most noticeable 
error is in the beading on the stem, 
which is considerably smaller than in 
the old. Not long ago, I saw a collec- 
tion of this glass and it was very easy 
to spot two modern goblets among the 
set by the size of these beads. New 
cordials and wines in this pattern 
appeared some time before the goblets 
were made. 

Before me I have an old and a new 
Horn of Plenty goblet. Anyone who 
has collected this pattern or had much 
experience in handling it would im- 
mediately note the difference in the 
shape of the knob stem. The copy is 
too rounded. In the originals, the 
faceted knob continues to slope grace- 
fully into the heavy stem. The foot of 
the new goblet is too thin, and the 
marginal band at the top too narrow. 
Of course, the early patterns, such as 
Horn of Plenty, were flint glass which 
gives forth a clear bell-tone when 
tapped with any hard object—or even 
from a snap of the finger. However, I 
find an increasing number of new col- 
lectors, as well as dealers, snapping 
glass of the 1870’s—1880’s or even the 
1890’s of non-lead quality, and im- 
agining they hear what they term “a 
resonance”. They might just as well 
tap their modern tableware. The de- 
sired tone should sound like a bell— 
not an echo! 

The few other reproductions in Horn 
of Plenty, such as the tumblers and

lamps, were discussed in an earlier 
number of The Spinning Wheel. 

The third goblet pictured this month 
is in the Broken Column pattern. This 
pattern was originated by Richards & 
Hartley of Tarentum, Pennsylvania, 
in the late 1880’s and was carried on 
later by the United States Glass Com- 
pany. It was made in clear glass, and 
also in clear with the notches touched 
in ruby-red, the latter being extremely 
effective. 

The new goblets are good copies but 
it is not difficult to tell them from the 
old. The notches appear to be rather 
sharply cut out in the originals but in 
the frauds, they are very obviously 
pressed. In other words, the contours 
are softer. At the present, I have not 
received any report of the red notched 
variety being copied. 

So far as I am able to learn, no 
other new items have been produced 
in any of the three patterns under dis- 
cussion. However, it is often prac- 
tically impossible to learn at once of 
all the latest fakes. The reason for 
this is because one concern in par- 
ticular has for years made it a prac- 
tice to make up molds for certain 
individuals and give them control of 
the mold. The individual who owns 
the mold also controls the output. He 
can let the fakes trickle out slowly so 
as to avoid suspicion, because once 
rare and then suddenly plentiful, 
sounds an alarm. 

One party, who holds forth in a 
large mid-western city, has been in the 
reproduction racket for years. His 
shop door is kept locked. The windows 
are painted black so you cannot look 
within. He sees only those he knows, 
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by appointment. His place of business 
is located on a street populated largely 
by antiques dealers doing a legitimate 
business. I know several curious 
people who have tried their best to 
get in to see what he had to offer but 
were unsuccessful. Who supplies the 
items he has made up, imports, or 
buys from jobbers, I do not know. It 
is apparent that wholesale dealers in 
reproductions are unable to buy any 
of his best copies until his sales have 
slowed to a trickle because those best 
articles do not appear on their lists. 
It is for these reasons that I cannot 
always say when some of the latest 
fakes are out. 

Still another scheme practised by 
wholesale dealers in reproductions is 
to plant certain items in different sec- 
tions of the country. For instance, 
Westward-Ho goblets in blue, a color 
in which this design was not originally 
made, first appeared in New Orleans. 
I never heard of any New England 
dealer selling them. As one cor- 
respondent in California sagely com- 
mented, “It is my belief different sec- 
tions of the country are offered 
different types and items of reproduc- 
tion ware. Striped Venetian glass is 
around everywhere, as well as Mille- 
fiori cruets, tumblers, and lamps 
(some with matching shades).” 

Modern striped glass, as well as the 
Millefiori, have been coming into this 
country from Italy in large quantities 
ever since the end of World War II. 
Ever so many dealers have been taken 
in by these imports. Department 
stores, such as B. Altman in New York 
City, have displayed beautiful pieces 
of striped glass in their large glass 
section. It is sold for just what it is— 
modern glass. Millefiori was never at- 
tempted to any extent in this country 
but I have seen entire tea-sets on sale 
in antique shops. 

Early Italian striped glass was both 
fragile and ornate. Nicholas Lutz, who 
was trained in the art of glass-blowing 
in France, subsequently became well- 
known for the, type of work he did 
at the Boston & Sandwich Glass Co. 
Among his specialties was striped 
glass, but his pieces were heavier than 
the early Italian, and not so ornate. 
Generally speaking, they were quite 
simple in style and possessed of deli- 
cate colors. The modern striped glass 
is heavier in weight than any made by 
Lutz, and very often, although not 
always, bright vivid blue and red 
stripes may be noted. I have seen a 
copy of a ewer following the general 
style of Lutz’s work that was very 
clever indeed. Its age was belied by 
the bright and shining newness evi- 
denced on the base, as well as by 
the fact it was a bit too heavy. Of 
course we must bear in mind that 
fragile glass which was not in daily 
use, but was kept in a cabinet, would 
not necessarily display any great 
amount of wear. A practised eye 
soon learns how to differentiate be- 
tween the old and the new, as 
well as newly applied wear on tp 
a copy.

NE never, never knows where a 

suggestion will strike. A year ago 
Spinning Wheel (May 1954) published 
an essay on cuspadores and in it, 
mention was made that here was a 
new avenue of collecting.

William Matthew Prior, an itin- 
erant painter of the 1800's, was an able 
and varied craftsman, working in the 
“Fall River-Sturbridge school of paint- 
ing”.

In Vermont I encountered an an- 
tiques dealer with a genuine sense of 
humor. After inspecting a number of 
lovely offerings, and after picking up 
two figure bottles, he handed me a 
bowl which appeared to be rather 
fragile yellow in tone and stencilled 
with small black stripes. “This is a 
foreign importation,” he seriously ex- 
plained. “Extremely valuable. Don’t 
drop it whatever you do.” As he 
passed it to me he fumbled a bit and 
the slightly beat-up glass simulated 
bowl fell, clattering to the floor as I 
momentarily visualized the disinte- 
gration of a thousand dollar bill. It 
proved in its crash resistance to be a 
tin bowl, cleverly painted. With this 
contraption this friendly Vermonter, 
on occasion, inculcates a bit of whimsy 
in his shop. 


Venturesome autograph amassers 
resort to odd twists in the pursuit of 
their collections. Fulton Oursler, 
famous literateur had a whitish cur- 
tain in the recreation room of his 
West Falmouth home on Cape Cod. It 
was covered with autographs of cele- 
brities who wrote their signatures 
thereon, utilizing a special ink. Oursler 
was also a collector of “poisonous 
plants,” such as Monk’s Hood. He 
grew them in a specially reserved 
gardenplot. Before dismissing the for- 
tuitous activity of autograph muster- 
ing which includes tablecloth and 
handkerchief adornment, I can’t help 
but record the existance of a specialist 
who concentrates on autographs of 
condemned murderers. 

Don’t despair if you are not pro- 
ficient in Meissen identification or a 
genius on jet brooches or Gothic 
literature for just an ordinary scrap- 
book can render double pleasure.

HETHER or not A. Courvoisier, 

of Denver, Colorado, made the 
device here pictured, or assigned its 
manufacture to others is perhaps be- 
side the point. What is important here 
is a timing-recording instrument with 
true clock movement, and time-telling 
dial, for which a patent application 
was filed in November, 1869. The il- 
lustration is from that application. 
The illustration shows the dial partly 
cut away to reveal the connecting 
mechanism of recorder with clock 
movement. The slots around the outer 
rim indicate keyholes and the pointed 
ovals at bottom of picture the ends of 
keys fitting the slots. When a man 
went to work, or when someone 
rented a vehicle, the individual was 
given the ‘“‘key” controlling one of the 
12 small dials. Upon withdrawal of 
the key, that dial immediately began 
to record the passing of time, charge- 
able to the renter, or credited to the 
worker. Upon end of stint, or end of 
use, the individual replaced the key 
and immediately the recording stop- 
ped. We cannot be concerned as to 
whether or not this clock represents a 
zany concept or a good principle; all 
Spinning Wheel is concerned with is 
the presentation of another and ap- 
parently hitherto ignored ex- 
ample of a _ time-clock from 
America’s past.

Movine Day: Historic Annapolis, Inc. 
is always planning something so different 

and historically exciting for their 
Open: House Days, that even those who 
know Maryland’s Capital “like a book” 
hesitate to miss the turning of a new page 
in its restoration. This year, for the fifth 
Annapolis Open House, Sept. 9-10, one of 
the attractions may be the moving at that 
time of a large 3-story 18th century 
dwelling a distance of nine downtown 
blocks. When the Carroll-Davis House, 
birthplace of Charles Carroll, Barrister, 
and author of Maryland’s Bill of Rights, 
was doomed to be wrecked to make way 
for modern stores, the 835 members of 
Historic Annapolis went to work to raise 
$20,000 for the preservation of the 233- 
year old building and its removal to a 
site on St. John’s D gsi campus, facing 
Gate 4 of the U.S. Naval Academy. The 
move which is to be completed in 24 
hours is in sharp contrast to the 12 
months required to move the 3-story 
Pinkney House on rollers across College 
Avenue in the early 1900's.

Versatile Glass Topped Table 


MAGINATION and ingenuity are prime assets to the antiques dealer 

who is called upon to meet current trends in decoration with an 
“antique answer”. The present vogue for Early American or country-type 
furnishings has developed unexpected talents in this line among home 
decorators and dealers alike. But while home owners will want to use 
only a few such conversation pieces in a home, the dealer is not so 
limited. He can allow his ingenuity full scope in satisfying the needs and 
tastes of a wide clientele. Many antiques shops nowadays offer a wide 
range of ideas for the home craftsman and decorator—and can provide 
the basic elements for a “do-it-yourself” project, as well as finished 
pieces for those who do not care to “do”. 

The occasional table of wrought iron, with glass top, is a popular 
item in strictly modern furniture, with quantities of uses. It may stand 
in the hall beneath a mirror, in the dining room as a server or even 
small breakfast table, on the porch for lamp and magazines, or in the 
bedroom as a perfume-proof dressing table. But few modern tables 
blend with antiques, and the need for such pieces in harmony with 
conventional or country-style furnishings must be left to the inventive- 
ness of the individual. Cast iron sewing machine bases have been utilized 
with a variety of tops—glass, wood or marble—each type with its own 
technical problems of conversion. 

A different type base, slightly larger and more easily worked than the 
sewing machine base, was used for the two-tiered glass topped table 
pictured, envisioned and executed by Leo Walter, of Stagecoach An- 
tiques, Akron, Ohio. The base? It’s just a plebian gas stove, albeit an 
old one!
